Resources and Transportation for 
Seniors!. DARTS, a communitv program 
m Minncapolis/St. Paul. Minnesota, 
helps seniors and rheir families. 

Sometimes it’s difficult for seniors to 
get around town. DARTS buses take 
them to their medical appointments 
and the supermarket. Hap goes on the 
bus with the seniors to help them feel 
comfortable. When they get off rlie 
bus, she helps them vvirh'cheir shopping 
or spends time with them at the 
doctor’s office. 

When Hap isn’t on the bus, she's 
probably walking. She loves to walk. 
Now in her 70s, Hap walks about 12 
miles a week. She also volunteers with 
the seniors in her apartment building. 
She plans activities for them and walks 


with them every day. 

“Walking helps seniors stay active 
and healthy,” Hap says. “It helps me 
stay active, too!” She feels the same 
way about volunteering. When she 
volunteers. Hap Johnson is happy 
because she is helping other people. 
And that’s not all. “I put smiles on 
their faces,” Hap says.
